REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of claims 30-31 , 34-36, 
44-46, 67-69, 72, 86-89, and 91-93 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by Kolb etal. 
(6,787,856) have been considered and are persuasive. Kolb is not available as prior 
art, since Kolb is predated by the Provisional Application 60/1 1 1 ,472 to which the 
present application claims priority. The Provisional Application 60/1 1 1 ,472 discloses 
diallyldimethylammonium chloride being covalently bonded to a substrate, as described 
on page 5, lines 25-29, and page 6, lines 19-27. The present claims therefore have 
support in the Provisional Application 60/1 1 1 ,472, and claim priority to its filing date. 
Kolb is therefore not available as prior art. 

Response to Amendment 

3. The Declarations under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed 9 November 2009 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 30-31, 34-36, 44-46, 67-69, 72, 86-89, and 91-93 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 102(e).
